WOULD NOT LEAD TO DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WAS THE ONLY NEWS 
ITEMS APPEARING ON THE FRONTPAGES OF THE LEADING 
UNITED DAILY NEWS (380,000) AND CHINA TIMES (350,000)

DOUBTED THE AUTHENTICITY OR DEPENDABILITY OF SUCH A 
COMMUNIST ASSERTION AND QUESTIONED HOW LONG THE MAOISTS 
MIGHT EXPECT THE U.S. TO REMAIN IN ASIA. ALTHOUGH PEKING 
MAY FEAR A SOVIET INTRUSION IF THE U.S. WITHDRAWS, WHY
